The various definitions of the invention given in independent claims 1 , 4, 5, 31 , 
33, 34, 37, 38, 39 and 40 are such that the claims as a whole are not clear and 
concise, contrary to Article 6 PCT. The claims should be recast to include only 
the minimum necessary number of independent claims in any one category with 
dependent claims as appropriate. 

Furthermore claim 5 is unclear in view of negative technical features in brackets; 
i.e. it is not clear whether or not the said features are mandatorily. 
Claims 38, 39 and 40 are also unclear because of their vague references to the 
description and the drawings. 

The applicant's attention is drawn to the fact that maintaining several 
independent claims of the same category can lead to a serious unity of invention 
problem. 
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
